The war was over, the soldiers and sailors were re¬ 
turning home and the world for a brief moment was 
at peace in 1946. Roger Serrott, Geoff Gruendl and 
Loren Rittcnhouse were all bom that year. The last 
few years they’ve been putting together a really neat 
collection - coins from around the world struck in the 
year of their birth. 

February presentation 

The fantastic rise in the price of gold in the late 1970s 
did collectors a tremendous favor, Tony Cass said. It 
drove a lot of counterfiet coins out of the market. Col¬ 
lectors and dealers scrapped questionable coins - es¬ 
pecially high-gold-contcnt, Middle Eastern fakes - for 
good money and didn’t have to worry about whether 
they were real or not. 

Tony displayed his collection of mostly contemporary 
fakes and warned that crooks arc getting better and 
better, even going so far as to split coins in half and 
place them in doctored slabs. 

A determined collector can put together nearly com¬ 
plete date runs of contemporary counterfeits of some 
series, especially Bust halves and Standing Liberty 
quarters. Quarters are a puzzle, he said, because P 
and S coins are plentiful, but he knows of no lake D 
Standing Liberties. Lake Bust halves have become so 
popular with collectors that they cost more than real 
coins, when you can find them.
